DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3 - 8 and 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 3-8 recite, inter alia, a method of manufacturing an electrically 
conductive member having an electrically conductive film on a porous substrate, 
comprising the steps of (1) applying a colloidal solution of a liquid medium and a colloid, 
said colloid having a core of a metal colloidal particle and a shell of an organic 
substance to the substrate, wherein a portion of the metal colloid particles move into 
pores of the substrate and the liquid medium penetrates into the substrate; and (2) 
drying the colloidal solution on the substrate with hot air or infrared radiation to remove 
the liquid medium and the organic substance, wherein the portion of the metal colloidal 
particles in the pores of the substrate in step (1) anchors the metal colloidal particles on 
the substrate in step (2). The inventive step is wherein the portion of the metal colloidal 
particles in the pores of the substrate anchors the metal colloidal particles on the 
substrate that forms the conductive film. Moreover, the art of record does not disclose 
or anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor would it 
be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the above 
limitation. 

Claim 12 recites, inter alia, an electrically conductive member having an 
electrically conductive film on a porous surface of a substrate, the electrically conductive 
film being a dried film of a wet applied film containing colloidal particles, wherein the 
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electrically conductive member has portions in contact with an organic semiconductor 
and wherein a portion of the colloidal particles are present in the pores of the substrate 
and anchor the colloidal particles forming the film to the surface of the substrate. The 
inventive part is wherein the portion of the colloidal particles in the pores of the 
substrate anchors the metal colloidal particles on the substrate that forms the 
conductive film. Moreover, the art of record does not disclose or anticipate the above 
limitation in combination with other claim elements nor would it be obvious to modify the 
art of record so as to form a device including the above limitation.
